2. That notwithſtanding of all the difficultie thereof, The Lord hath brought it to 
paſſe in a very {hort time, an1 with the expence of very little blood. 

3. That he carried our Army as on Eagles wings over Sea and Land, and in his graci-

That the Lord hath been gracioully pleaſed, to keep the Peltilence from ſorerding 
over the face of the Land , and to deliver the moſt eminent City of the Kingdome there- 
fra, ina ſhort time, after many thouſands had fallen in her ſtreets. 
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
